It Is a Hlver of Freakish Habits and 


."Vlust Bo Seen More Than Once to Be Un- 
derstood—Flams Mainly Underground, 
but at Times There Is a Torrent on Top. 
"It's a river 1,500 miles long, meas- 


ured in its windings," said the man 
from. New Mexico, speaking of the Bio 
Grande. "For a few miles, at its month, 
light draft steamers' run up from tho 
i,tdf of Mexico/ Above that it doesn't 
float a craft except at ferries. In the old 
days, when New Mexico was a province 
of Spain, the people along the river 
didn't even have ferryboats, and the, 
only way they bad of getting across was 
by fording. For this purpose a special 
breed of largo horses was reared to be 
kept at the fords. 
'When the' river was 


too high for these horses to wade across, 
travelers camped on the bonk and wait- 
ed for the waters to subside. Now there 
are bridges over the river at the larger 
Rio Grande towns, and in other places 
rope ferries and rowbonts are the means 
oi pressing. 


"In times of low water a stranger 


seeing its current for the first time 
would bo apt to think slightingly of tho 
Bio Bravo del Norte, as the New Mexi- 
cans love to call the great river. Mean- 
dering in a small part of a very wide 
channel he would see only a little muddy 
stream, for ordinarily nine-tenths of the 
Rio Grruide is underground, the- water 
soaking along toward the gtilf through 
the sands beneath its channel. The val- 
ley, bounded everywhere to left and 
right by moxiutains or foothills, is sandy, 
and the water, percolating the sands 
clown to hard pan, spreads otit on each 
side so that it may always bo found 
anywhere in the valley by digging down 
to tho level of the river's surface. For 
the greater part of the year tho river 
above ground flows swif t and muddy, 
narrowing as it swirls round a sand bar 
and widening over shallows. But the 
thing that strikes the stranger most 
queerly is its disappearance altogether 
for reaches, many miles in length, of 
its channel, which, except, it may be, 
for a water holo here and there, is as 
dry as Sahara. Tho river is keeping 
right aloag about its business, however, 
and where a rock reef or clay bed blocks 
its subterranean current it emerges to 
tho surface and takes a fresh start above 
ground, running as a big stream which, 
farther down, may lose itself in the 
sands again. 


"It is when the floods come down 


that the Rio Graudo shows why it re- 
qiiires so big a channel for its all the 
year round uso and demonstrates that 
if tho waterway were even wider it 
would be- an advantage to residents 
along its banks. It- is fed by a watershed 
of vast area, and steep descent, which 
in times of rain and melting snows pre- 
cipitates tho waters rapidly into the 
channel In June, when the snow melts 
on tho peaks about its headwaters iis 
Colorado and northern New Mexico, and 
later in tho rammer, when heavy show- 
ers ;uid cloudbursts ore the order of the 
day, tho Eio Grande overflows its banks, 
deluging wiclo'tracts of valley and some- 
times carving a new channel for itself, 
chuiijrivg its coin-so for miles. Where

FOOD IN THE ARCTIC. 


Birds Have No DJfilculty Finding It In the 


Snow. 


The number of birds that go to the 


arctic regions to breed is "vast beyond 
conception.'' They go not by thousands, 
but by millions, to rear their young on 
the tundra. The cause which attracts 
them is because nowhere in th'e world 
does nature provide at .the same time 
and in the same place "such a lavish 
prodigality of food." That the barren 
swonip of the tundra should yield a food 
supply so great as to tempt birds to 
make journeys of thousands of miles to 
rear their yo'ing in a land of plenty, 
only to be found beyond the arctic cir- 
cle, seems incredible. 
The vegetation 


consists of cranberry, cloudberry and 
crowberry bushes. Forced by the per- 
petual sunshine of the arctic summer 
these bear enormous crops of fruit. But 
the crop is not ripe until the middle and 
end of the arctic summer, and if the 
fruit eating birds had to wait until it 
was ripe they would starve, for they 
arrive on the very, day of the uie'ltingof 
the snow. But each yetu- the snow de- 
scends on its immense crop of ripe fruit 
before tho birds have time to gather it. 
It is then preserved beneath, the snow, 
perfectly fresh and pure, aud the melt- 
ing of the snow discloses the bushes 
with the uncousumecl last year's crop 
hanging on them or lying, ready to be 
eaten, on the ground. The frozen, meal 
stretches across the breadth of Asia, It 
never decays and is accessible the mo- 
ment the snow melts. Ages have taught 
the birds that they have only to fly to 
the arctic circle to find such a store of 
"crystallized foods" as will last them 
till the bushes are once more forced into 
bearing by the perpetual sunlight. Tho 
same heat which frees the fruit brings 
into being the most prolific insect life 
in the world. The mosquito swarms on 
the tundra. No European can live there 
without a veil after the snow melts. The 
gun barrels are black with them, and 
the cloud often obscures the sight. Thus 
tho insect eating birds have only to open 
their mouths to fill them with mosqui- 
toes, and the presence of swarms of ten- 
der warblers, of cliff chaffs, pipits and 
wagtails in this arctic region is ac- 
counted for. —New York Evangelist.
